ager twid proprietor of a cereal mill 
btit none of us suspected him of en- 
tertaining: any notion of going Into the 
interurban railroad business. 
But he 


has "gone and done it" without so 
much as giving a day's notice-. 
Those 


who know Mr. Suffern will at once 
concede that he will succeed In his 
new enterprise. Ke Is one of the De- 
catur business men who succeeds In 
any enterprise he undertakes and we 
will confidently depend upon him to 
deliver the goods and give us an outlet 
by interurban to the south. 
Mr. Suf- 


fern fortunately is able to handle the 
financial end of the enterprise. 
The 


Herald congratulates him upon his en- 
terprise. 


But in the last five years processes 
have been cheapened and the con- 
sumption of artificial ice greatly In- 
creased, resulting tn decreased cost. 


The census bulletin states that tiie 


manufactured ice business was begun 
In New Orleans In 1866, an-d then took 
up a northward march. 
Three zones 


exhibiting its progress are mapped In 
the census bulletin. In 1892 the south- 
ern states had three-fourths of the 
manufactured ice plants in operation 
in 
na United States, and as late as 


1900 
the south had half the plants. In 


the last ten years the Industry has 
made a great, growth, on the strength 
of the former favorable price and the 
control that can be maintained 
over 


the purity of the water frozen. In 1870 
the census reported only four Ice-man- 
ufacturing plants, all in the south. The 
number In the 
census of 1880 was 


.i.rty-five. 
But by 1900 not one of 


the central northern states had fewer 
than forty ice-manufacturing plants, 
Pennsylvania alone reporting seventy- 
three. By the year 1900 ice was man- 
ufactured In all the states except a few 
along the Canadian border, and the In- 
dustry has since been started there. 
The methods employed are simple, and 
the cost can be calculated to a minute 
fraction the year round . Consumption 
increases at a much more rapid pace 
than the population. 


Considering the number of ice plants 


in tl.e country, the immense consump- 
tion, and the cost of production It is 
nof strange that such cities as Cleve- 
land and Toledo are Inquiring into the 
arbitrary advances in the price of ice.

The local opposition organ is still 


dissatisfied with th>!i prima/y election 


law. 
This is no' at all strange. The 


law was enacted by a republican leg- 
islature and signed by a republican 
governor which 10 sufficient ca-use for 
protest by the opposition.

organ advocates the defeat of Oglesby 
and Robinso-' because they voted tor 
the bill.

ts es and Is entitled to three represen- 
tatices. As a rule the democrats nom- 
inate but one man, by common consent 
of the democratic voters in the district, 
rnd by common consent they try to 
pass the office ground to the different 
counties. 
Thus Macon has had the 


democratic representation for several 
terms and this year they propose to let 
DeWHt have the candidate.

Her cotton product per 
acre cultivated is larger than that In 
any other state, and her agricultural 
capacities of all sorts seem endless, 
while she already turns out 2,000,000 
tons of coal yearly. 
The name of the 


state is said to mean "beautiful land" 
and no state deserves its name better. 


LABOR AND PROTECTION. 


One of the many sHIy assertions used 


by the loV tariff party, or the news- 
papers that pretend to support that 
tl-eory, is the declaration that while 
under protection certain industries are 
protected yet the republican party that 
stands for protection makes no effort 
to protect the working men from the 
Importations of foreign labor.

country, but just now it offers little 
unless the land is under Irrigation. 


Without water the land is 'It only 


for grazing flnj th : cattle men all de- 
clare that tberg is now little chance to 
make money m that business*, even 
though the range land cost but little 
when rented from the Indians. 


The nation's wards were not per- 


mitted to sell their land but they could 
rent it fro grazing purposes. The charge 
was not per acre, but per head of cat- 
tle, 
and the price was one cent per 


head for the grazing season. Even at 
that the Cattlemen say that the profit 
is gone from the business. 
After 


spending the summer 
on the range 


these cattle were finished for the mar- 
ket on alf«lfa. 


Raising Horses. 


The business of raising horses is ap- 


parently more profitable than the cat- 
tle business. 
Mr. Perl said that he 


noticed one sale advertised for the mid- 
dle of July when 
five thousand head 


were to be disposed of. During the late 
Summer and fall season such sales are 
common. 
If a man went out there to 


buy a team of heavy draft animals 
weighing 3,600 pounds or more, 
he 


would be asked to pay $400. If he 
bought In cnr lotn from the range he 
would get them for less, but single 
teams of well broken, sound horses cost 
as much there ns they do here. 


Range horses, unbroken, In car lots, 


will sell for }80 to 1190 a head. 


Needs Irrigation. 


Mr. Perl believes that there Is a 


great possibility before that country. 
Land under irrigation produces annu- 
ally three crops of alfalfa. Land with 
such Improvements will sell for all that 
It is worth, but the vast body of land 
will be of little value until the Irriga- 
tion schemes festered by the govern- 
ment, have been fu'.ly developed.
